Exploiting Labor at Home— 


Many home workers were on 
relief rolls in 1934 because they 
were not paid enough to cover the 
cost of living. This is one of the 
arresting facts showing the seri- 
ous consequences of this type 
of work cited In a bulletin just 
issued by the Women’s Bureau, U. 
S. Department of Labor. When 
manufacturers send out work to 
be done in homes, the results are 
exploitation of women and chil- 
dren who do the work, the jeo- 
pardizing of their health and fam- 
ily life, undermining of factory 
wages and working conditions, and 
cost to tax payers who must sup- 
plement by relief the low earn- 
ings of home workers, and bear 
the expense of home-work inspec- 
tion required by legislation in 
some states but generally inade- 
quate for protection of consumers’ 
health. These are among the con- 
clusions of the study, which gives 
a well-rounded and clear picture 
of the home-work situation 
throughout the nation.

How Employers Use Workers— 
Unscrupulous employers use the 
labor of women home workers be- 
cause by having work done in the 
home they can avoid paying rent 


and factory overhead charges. 
Moreover, the bargaining power 
of home workers is weak and 


rather than lose the work they 
will accept appallingly low pay— 
sometimes as low as three cents 
and four cents or even one cent 
an hour. In order to make even 
the most meager earnings under 
these low rates of pay the home 
worker must work far into the 
night, often forcing young chil- 
dren and other members of her 
family to assist her. 


In thousands of homes scattered | 
throughout every state in the 
union, in farms and in city dis- 
tricts, such work is being done. 
Sometimes as in the case of work 
on knitted berets, the entire pro- 
duction of an article may be done 
by home workers. More fre- 
quently home work supplements 
factory production as when fac- 
tory made clothes are_ sent to 
home workers to be buttonholed. 
Hundreds of different varieties of 
articles are made in this way, and 
the work ranges from unskilled 
carding of snaps, buttons, or safety 
pins to such skilled craft work as 
tufting candlewick bedspreads and 
embroidering infants’ dresses. 


How These Workers Live— 

Typical is the one-room shack, 
described in the bulletin where the 
mother of the family, ill, often 
sews in bed, working on infants’ 
garments while the daughters sit 
wooden boxes and_ benches 
smocking the dresses, which are 
hung over the cushioned backs of 
the only four chairs of the house- 
hold.

artificial flowers 
being made in a tenement. In 
rooms “too dim for clear seeing,” 
with flowers and parts scattered 
over the dirty unmade beds, chil- 
dren wearing old spring coats 
over their soiled underwear sit on 
the floor, working on the flowers. 
One little girl holds up her thumb 
lacerated by the sharp wires used 
on the leaves, 

While 15 states have laws at- 
tempting to prohibit or regulate 
home work, these laws are dif- 
ficult of enforcement since the 
work is so scattered and hard to 
trace. Sometimes the employer 
lives in one state and has his work 
carried on in several other states. 
Moreover, enforcement in one 
community simply drives unscrup- 
ulous employers to other locali- 
ties. 


Need of Regulation— 

Many of these state laws have 
had as their objective the main- 
tenance of sanitary conditions in 
the homes where home work is 
carried on in order to protect the 
consuming public from all chances 
of communicable disease. Regular 
inspection of homes and factories 
is essential to enforce these laws. 
Such inspection is expensive to 
tax payers and at the same time 
fails to bring them adequate pro- 
tection because of the difficulties 
in finding and regulating home | 
work. 

In view of these circumstances, 
the bulletin quotes authorities to 
the effect that the best solution 
to the ‘problems around home 
work is complete legal prohibition. 
As one step toward bringing such 
work back into the factory, a 
recommendation is made _ that 
manufacturers employing home 
workers should defray all costs of 
adequate home work regulation 
either through license fees or

More than 2000 truck owners 
| from 11 western states will assem- 
| ble in Oakland December 5, 6 and

LIBERTY LEAGUE’S BRAINSTORM CONDEMNED 


The correctness of the position of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor challenging the appropriateness of the 


action of the American Liberty League's 


committee of 


58 lawyers in attacking the constitutionality of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations act before the supreme court’s 
decision on its validity has been affirmed by the United 
States Law Review for October. 

The recent convention of the American Federation of 
Labor declared that the lawyers’ committee of the league, 


while professing to give a 
concerning the constitutionality”’ 


made up of 


“disinterested legal opinion 


of the labor act, was 


‘corporation lawyers who have repeatedly 


sought to nullify measures which do not meet with the 


approval of their clients,” 


and that consequently the opin- 
ion of the committee was really “ 


the expression of their 


clients’ opposition to the measure and not the unbiased 
opinion of lawyers interested in a consideration of the 
actual constitutional validity’’ of the labor relations act. 


The convention said: 


“The rendering of such opinion under a cloak which 
sought to conceal the real basis for the views which it 
contains has been universally condemned as unethical 
and an attempt to prejudice the action of the supreme 
court of the United States against whose judgment it sets 
up the judgment of special pleaders working for the cor- 
porations interested in invalidating the act.” 

To express its disapproval of this procedure the con- 
vention condemned ‘‘as unethical the tactics and methods 
to which the lawyers’ committee and the league have 
resorted, to to defeat an act of congress.” 

Now comes the editor of the United States Law Re- 


view with a biting condemnation of the American Liberty | 


leagues procedure. After reviewing the origin of the opin- 
ion issued by the 58 lawyers attacking the validity of the 
National Labor Relations act, the editor of the Law Review 
declared that the lawyers usurped the constitutional func- 
tion of federal judicial officers. He also characterized their 
pronouncement as of “dubious desirability’ and expressed 
the conviction that the opinion of the league’s lawyers is 


more likely to increase public support of the law they | 


attacked, rather than weaken it. 
A lawyer who signed his name to the league’s docu- 
ment, the editorial declared, unquestionably placed him- 


self in a position of serious disadvantage if he were later | 


engaged to argue the constitutional validity of the law 


before the supreme court. 


The editorial concluded by expressing the hope that 
if similar pronouncements were in contemplation ‘wiser 
counsels and better judgment would prevail to prevent 
the program from being carried out.’

The federal allotment was div- 
ided among the states according 
to their average output and will 
be split up among the growers on 
the same basis. Each grower will 
be supplied with tax-paid stamps 
covering the amount of his quota. 

After December 1 any grower 
who attempts to market more 
than his share without paying the 
tax will be subject to a fine of 
$1,000 and imprisonment. Buyers 
of contraband “spuds” will be 
liable to the same penalties. 

A little arithmetic discloses that 
about 150,000,000 bushels of po- 
tatoes were raised this year which 
cannot be disposed of, since the 
45-cent tax was designed to be 
prohibitive. The potatoes must be 
consumed on the farm, fed to steck 
or thrown back on to the fields as 
fertilizer.
